Of the many freak communications 


which reach -the capitol and Ihe de- 
partments one which came to the house 
just before it adjourned is deserving of 
the proverbial biscuit. The letter was 
addressed to "The Congress of 
the 


United States in Washington Assem- 
bled," and came from a resident of a 
small settlement-innortheasternTexas. 
It was written in an entirely earnest 
spirit. It said: 


"Dear Mister Congressmen: My dear 


wife Amanda has just been blest by the 
appearance of a healthy young boy. Me 
and my wife can't agree on no name to 
give the boy and we want you to help us 
out. 
I wants him called Dave and she 


wants him called Cy, but she won't give 
in neither will I. Now"-what we want 
you to do is to have a document passed' 
through your body giving him a handle. 
Please attend to the matter as soon as 
possible. Yours." 


The only person around the house to 


whom the letter could have gone 
through the regular system of dissem- 
inating the miscellaneous mail was the 
private 
secretary 
of Congressman 


Bailey. He communicated the contents 
of the letter to a number of the em- 
ployes around the house. The other 
afternoon the secretary sent out a-uum- 
ber of typewritten letters to a dozen or 
more employes, enjoining them to meet 
in one of the committee'rooms. 


"When the clerks assembled, he pro- 


posed that they, as a substitute house of

The towering Washington monument, 


solid as it is, cannot resist the heat ol 
the sun, poured on its southern side 
on a midsummer's day, without a slight 
bending of the gigantic shaft which is 
rendered perceptible by means of a 
copper wire, 174 feet long, hanging in 
the (tenter of the structure, and carry: 
ing a plummet suspended, in a vessel 
of water. At noon in summer the apex 
of the monument, 550 feet above the 
ground, is shifted, by expansion of the 
stone a few hundreclths of aa inch 
toward the north. High, winds cause 
perceptible motions of the plummet, 
and in still weather perceptible vibra- 
tions of the crust of the earth, other- 
wise unperceived, are registered by it.

Union Pacific has 
antee offer to the 


THE UNION PACIFIC 9AI-E. 


The Reorganization Committee of the 


increased its guar- 


_ 
fall amount of the 


Oorernment claim against the road and 
the Government has accepted it. The 
tale of the main line of the Union Pa- 
diflc will, therefore, take place next 
week as heretofore announced. The 
Government is now assured of receiv- 
ing the fnll amonnfc of the subsidy 
given to 4he main'line <5Mhe Union 
Pacific from Ogden to Omaha. How it 
will fare with the branch line through 
through Kansas and Colorado remains 
to b3 seen. 


The bonds "issued by the Government 


in aid of the construction of the main 
line of the Union Pacific amounted to 
$27,236,512, and the interest paid by the 
Government on these bonds to $47,354,- 
434 74. The company paid by trans- 
portation service to the Government 
$16,085,238 79, and by cash $436,409 58, 
leaving the amount due the Govern- 
ment to date a little"cver $58,ODO;000." 
The Kansas Pacific branch owes the 
Government in principal and interest 
about $13,000,000. As the Eeorganiza- 
tion Committee does not guarantee the 
payment of that amount the sale of the 
road will not take place until the 15th 
of November. 'On the main line^the 
Reorganization Committee guarantees 
to bid $58,000,000, so the Government 
will lose nothing except the interest on 
the money which it paid out for the 
company. 


The public is indebted to the news- 


papers, led by the New York Journal 
and the SanTranoisco Examiner, for the 
increase in the guarantee bid of the Re- 
organization Committee. At first this 
bid was $25,000,000 less than the claims 
of the Government against the Union 
Pacific. The public indignation at the 
proposed steal, which was acquiesced 
in by the Attorney General, aroused by 
the papers which are not controlled by 
Mr. Hanna, was more than the Govern- 
ment could stand and the sale was 
postponed. That caused the Reorgani- 
zation Committee to raise its guarantee 
bid to the full amount of the Govern- 
ment claim, and $25,000,000 more goes 
into the United States Treasury from 
the sale of the Union Pacific. 


It is noticeable that not a Republi- 


can paper bad a word to say in con- 
d.B«natio,n of the proposed gift by the 
Government of $25,000,000 to a railroad 
syndicate, in fact the Republican papers 
c\f N.evada condemn nothing, save and 
except the party that advocates the free 
and unlimited coinage of silver.

Mrs. Carolan of San Francisco. An in- 
come of only $3,000 yearly is_ pro- 
vided for his two sons, George M. 
and Sanger W. Pullman. Mrs. Lowdon 
is also given the residence known as 
Castle Rest otf the St. Lawrence river. 
A bout $150,000 is bequeathed to charit- 
able institutions in Chicago in sums 
froln $10,000 to $20,000.

TEACH HISTORY FROM A TREE. 
London Muxcnm Una a Heettou of 


Trunk 533 Years Old. 


At the Natural History museum hi 


South Kensington there is a section of 
polished Douglas pine large enough, 
say, to make a round table to sent a 
dozen persons. Instead of making it an 
object lesson in botany, the museum 
nu-thorities have ingeniously chosen it 
as a medium for the teaching of his- 
tory. The tree was cut down in 1885, 
nud as the age of a tree can be inferred 
from the number of rings which its 
cross section discloses this one must 
have been 533 years old. 
In other 


words, it was born in 1352, und it lived 
through the most interesting part of 
English history—from Edward III, to 
\'ictoria, 
It, is therefore a simple matter to 


mark different ring's with their dates 
and the names of the events that were 
happening while they wore being born. 
This is what has been done—from the 
center of the tree in two directions, 
right away to the bark. The markings, 
which are neatly executed in whi'tc 
paint, reveal some interesting facts. 
Thus, when tills pine was,four years 
old, the battle of Toioticrs was fuuirht, 
in 1356; when it was 25 Edward Hi. 
died. It was 119 when Coxton intro- 
duced priu'ting, and when'Columbus 
discovered Americn it was 140. When 
Shakespeare was born 212 rings hud 
clready'made their appearance; when 
BaJeigh settled Virginia, 240. Fifty 
years later Sir Isaac Newton was born. 
When the great fire of London was rag- 
Ing this venerable specimen 'could boast 
314 rings, and SO more wlicn the battle 
of Culloden was fought. 


It had reached the remarkable age of 


•134 when American independence was 
declared, aud the yet more remarkable 
age of 485 when Queen Victoria ascend- 
ed the throne. And even then it had a 
long. time, yet to live. Evidently there 
is something to be said for the theory 
that the more we vegitate the greater
